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Ancestry of Elizabeth Lewis Daniel 
1777-1826 
(with many Early Ashley & Drew County, Arkansas ties)

1. John’ Lewis of Monmothshire, England, came to Virginia about 1650. He received a land patent in 1653 for 250 
acres, in present King and Queen County, on Poropotank Creek for transportation of five persons: John Lewis, Lydia Lewis, 
William Lewis, Edward Lewis, and John Lewis, Jr.—in all probability himself, his wife, and three sons. Muchnew information 
on this family became available following discovery of the old Lewis cemetery, with some of its broken tombstones, on 
Poropotank. Buried there, among others, is the elder John Lewis who died 21 Aug 1657, aged 63. The family arms on two 
stones display Lewis of Brecon in the first quarter and Howell of Mormouthshire in the second. Two articles by Dr. Malcolm 
H. Harris appear to dispose definitely of the legendary “General Robert Lewis of Brecon, Wales” as reputed immigrant 
ancestor of the Warner Hall Lewises (Virginia Magazine of History and Biography, April 1948 and Oct. 1954, v. 56, pp. 
195-205; v. 62, pp. 478-88). For a review of the traditional story on “General Robert” see pages 17-25 of M. E. Sorley’s 
excellent Lewis of Warner Hall (Columbia, Mo., 1937, hereinafter referred to as Sorley). Also accepting Robert Lewis as 
the immigrant progenitor is Mrs. Sarah T. L. Anderson, Lewises, Meriwethers and Their Kin, p. 23 (Richmond, Va., 1938; 
for relationships the latter depended heavily on family tradition, conjecture, and similarity in names, with many resulting 
incaccuracies; her material must be used with caution). Presumed sons of John Lewis: 


i. Maj. William Lewis, d.s.p., as his Chemokins patent in New Kent County was inherited by John Lewis 
of Warner Hall. 
ii. Edward Lewis, no further reference. 


ili(2) John Lewis, b. ca 1640; d. after 1678; m. Isabella Miller. 


2. John Lewis ? (John'), b. in England ca 1640; alive in 1678 when he, his wife (Isabella Miller), and their two 
sons are mentioned in the will of her brother, James Miller of York County. John was dead by 1690. His widow 
m. Robert Yard, and her gravestone with dates (1640-1703/4) was found in the Poropotank cemetery. Children 
of John and Isabella Lewis: 


i. Capt. Edward Lewis, b. 5 Sept. 1667; d. 11 Feb. 1713 (O.S.); m. Susanna —, and is buried at Poropotank, 
as are a daughter Ann and sons William and John Lewis, the latter two dying s.p. 


ii. (3) Col. John Lewis (1669-1725) m. Elizabeth Warner, daughter of Co. Augustine Warmer II and his wife 
Mildred Reade, of Warner Hall in Gloucester County, and granddaughter of Col. Augustine Warner I and 
of Col. George and Elizabeth (Martiau) Read, the latter being a daughter of Capt. Nicolas Martiau 
(1592-1657), a French Huguenot and military engineer, naturalized in England, who came to Virginia in 
1620. For information on the Martiau, Read, and Warner families, see Sorley, pp. 26-53, and Annie Lash 
Jester, Adventurers of Purse and Person, Virginia, 1607-1625, pp. 235-41. 


3. Col. (and Councilor) John* Lewis (John *'), b. 30 Nov. 1669; d. 14 Nov 1725; m. ca 1690-92 Elizabeth Warner 
(24 Nov. 1672/5 — 5 Feb 1719/20). Presumably John and Elizabeth Lewis lived first at Chemokins, the estate that 
he inherited in New Kent County. By the death of her brothers, ine prole, Elizabeth had inherited by 1702 the Warner 
Hall estate, and by 1705 John Lewis was a member of the Virginia Council. The descendants of this couple are 
commonly identified as the Lewises of Warner Hall. Among the several children of John and Elizabeth (Warner) 
Lewis were three sons (Sorley, pp. 55-59): 


i. Col. John Lewis, of Warner Hall in Gloucestor County, b. ca 1694; d. 17 Jan 1754; m. ca 1718 Frances 


Fielding (d. 27 Oct 1731), daughter of Henry Fielding of King and Queen. In 1748 Col. John Lewis appears 
as a member of the Council. 
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Ancestry of Elizabeth (Lewis) Daniel (1777-1826) 


ii.(4) Col. Charles Lewis, of Chemokins in New Kent and later the Byrd Creek plantation in Goochland County 
(1696-1779); m. 1717 Mary Howell (Sorley, pp. 293--300). 


iii. Col. Robert Lewis, of Belvoir in Louisa County (that part cut off into Albemarle in 1761), b. ca 1702; d. 
1765; m. 1725 Jane, daughter of Nicholas Meriweather. 


Col. Charles* Lewis (John*?') of the Byrd, b. 13 Oct 1696; d. 1779; m. 28 May 1717 Mary, daughter of James 
Howell. On coming of age in 1717, Charles received from his father one-half of the Chemokins estate, as related 
in An Act to dock the entail of certain lands whereof Charles Lewis, gentleman, is seized, approved Oct 1769: 
WHEREAS John Lewis, formerly of the parish of Abington, in the county of Glouchester, esquire, was seized in 
fee—simple of a tract or parcel of land. ..Chemokins, alias Port—Holy [1300 acres], lying in the parish of Saint Peter, 
in New Kent county...granted to Major William Lewis; conveyed in fee tail 13 Oct 1717 by John Lewis, esquire, 
to Charles Lewis, son to the said John (Hening’s Satutes at Large, v. 7, pp. 377-79). The deaths in Goochland of 
Col. Chas. Lewis, in 1779, and Mrs. Lewis...ye Colonels widow, in 1783, are noted by Rev. William Douglas in 
the Register (p. 340). This Charles Lewis should not be confused with his nephew, Col. Charles Lewis of Albemarle 
County, or the Col. Charles Lewis of Augusta who was killed 1774 in the Battle of Point Pleasant. 


The will of Charles Lewis of Goochland County and Parish of St. James Northam of 21 Sept 1779, proved 20 Dec 
1779, gives to my Son Charles Lewis 400 acres in Albemarle called Buck Island Tract; to my Son Robert Lewis...a!! 
that Tract of Land on which I now live Calied ... The Bird Tract (acreage not specified); slaves to my Sons John 
Charles Howell and Robert ...equal to what I gave my Son James in his life time; on wife’s death residue of my 
Estate...Divided into Eight equal parts...to each of my Sons and Daughters... Vizt. John Lewis Charles Lewis 
Howel Lewis Robert Lewis Elizabeth Kennon Ann Taylor & Frances Lewis and the Eight part thereof. ..to the Sons 
and Daughters of my Son James Lewis deed. And finally, my Loving Wife Mary Lewis Executrix and my Sons John 
Charlies Howel & Robert, with my friend William Holman: Executors. Witnesses are Anna Harrison, Milley Cobbs, 
Win. Harrison (Goochland Co., VA, Deed Book 13, pp. 13-15; will printed verbatim in Virginia Magazine of 
History and Biography, v.7, pp. 29495, and Sorley, pp. 299-300). The eight children of Charles and Mary (Howell) 
Lewis of New Kent and Goochland, who lived to be grown (Sorley, pp. 293-521, passim): 


i. John Lewis, of Pittsylvania County, b. 1720; d. 1791; ther is much confusion as to the identity of his wife. 


ii. Charles Lewis, of Buck Island (or Buckeye Island), b. 14 March 1721; d. 14 May 1782 in Albemarle; m. 
15 July 1746 Mary, daughter of Col. Isham Randolph. 


iii. Elizabeth Lewis, b. 23 April 1724; said to have died ca 1799 in Granville Co., N.C.;m.3 May 1744 William 
Kennon (d. 1761) of Chesterfield Co., Virginia. 


iv.(5) James Lewis, b. 6 Oct 1726; d.21 May 1764 in Lunenburg Co., Va. (in the part that became Mecklenburg); 
m. 25 Dec 1752 Elizabeth Taylor (b. 1735 d. 1816 in Granville Co., N.C.), daughter of John and Catherine 
(Pendleton) Taylor of Caroline and Orange Cos., Va., and later Granville Co., N.C. (Sorley, p.427; Horance 
Edwin Hayden, Virginia Genealogies, pp, 671-72). 


V. Howell Lewis, b. 13 Sept 1731; d. 20 Nov 1813 in Granville Co., N.C.; m. Mary Isabella, daughter of Col. 
Henry Willis. Care must be exercised to avoid confusing this Howell Lewis with relatives of the same name. 


vi. Ann Lewis, b. 2 March 1733; m. Edmund Taylor (1723-1808), son of John and Catherine (Pendleton) 
Taylor. 


Vii. Robert Lewis, b. 29 May 1739; d. 10 Jan 1803; m. by Rev. William Douglas in Goochland 20 Feb 1760 
Jane (or Jean) Woodson; colonel of Goochland militia in 1779. The compiler is uncertain whether it was 
this Robert or his first counsin, and brother—in—law, of Belvoir, who sometimes signed his name Robert 
Lewis, Jr. 
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Viii. Frances (or Mary Francis) Lewis, b. 1 Aug 1744; m. by Parson Douglas in Goochland, 3 Sept 1760 Robert 
Lewis (ca. 1738-1781), her first cousin, son of Col. Robert and Jane (Meriwether) Lewis of Belvoir. Robert 
and Frances Lewis settled in Granville Co., N.C., before the Revolution (Sorley, pp. 521, 701). The will 
of Robert Lewis of Granville was drawn 17 Sept 1780 and proved February 1781, with a partial divison 
of the esate on 26 Dec 1783 (Granville Co., N.C., Will Books 1, pp. 296, 302; 3, p. 86). The widow died 
between 1793 and 1806. One executor of Robert Lewis’ will was his son James (born after 1760) who has 
often been confused with his slightly older cousin, the James Lewis (1755-1826) of Granville who married 
Susanna Anderson and was the son of James Lewis of Lunenburg and grandson of Charles Lewis of the 
Byrd in Goochland. 


Capt. James* Lewis (Charles*, John?*"), 1726-1764, m. 1752 Elizabeth Taylor (d. 1816), daughter of John and 
Catherine (Pendleton) Taylor. By deed of 7 April 1758 Charles Lewis of the County of Goochland in the Colony 
of Virginia Gent. and Mary Lewis his wife of the first part James Lewis of the County of Albemarle...Gent. and 
Elizabeth Lewis his wife of the second part in consideration of 20 shillings paid to Charles Lewis and 1000 pounds 
paid to James Lewis convey 4753 acres on Ivy Creek in Albemarle to Francis Jordone of the County of 
Louisa...Merchant of the third part. ..Recital of title shows this tract acquired 24 July 1745 from the patentee Michael 
Holland of Hanover, by Charles Lewis who intending the said Land for a suitable provision & Fortune for the said 
James Lewis (who is the son of the said Charles) did heretofore put him the said James Lewis in full possession of 
the said Land and did...promise to. ..Convey to the said James the fee simple Estat of the said Land but before the 
same was so Conveyed by the said Charles he the said James for a valuable Consideration (and with the Consent 
and aprobation of the said Charles). ..agreed to sell & Convey the said Land to the said Francis Jordone... Witnesses 
are John Cobbs, John Bryant, Joseph Haden. 


Related to the above transaction is a deed of 11 May 1758...between David Bell of the County of Albemarle in the 
Colony of Virginia Gent. and Judith his wife of the First Part Francis Jerdone [who holds a deed of trust, or 
mortgage,on Bell’s land] of the County of Albemarle...Gent. of the third part, whereby Bell and Jerdone (also 
Jordone) convey to Lewis 1535 acres part thereof in the County of Cumberland on both sides of Randolphs Creek, 
which land Bell bought 16 Aug 1751 from Isaac Bates. As consideration Bell receives £400 to be credited on his 
debts, with 20 shillings each to Bell and Jerdone. (Albemarle Co., Va., Deed Book 2, pp. 56-58, 168-69) Presumably 
part of this land on Randolphs Creek fell into Buchingham County in 1761. 


In June 1758 James Lewis of Albemarle County buys from the John Robinsons, Sr. and Jr., for £640 two tracts in 
Lunenburg County, 470 acres on North side of Rowan Oak River...the other tract being on the south side of the said 
River & Near opposite to the former (Lunenburg Co., Va., Deed Book 5, p. 231). James Lewis has settled in 
Lunenburg before 17 Sept 1759 when the vestry names him as one of the processioners for all the Lands between 
Nutbush Creek the County Line Grassy Creek & Roanoak River (Landon C. Bell, Cumberland Parish. ..1746-1816, 
p. 309). 


This area had not been cut off into Mecklenburg County (1765) when James Lewis made his will in 1764. To each 
of his daughters Catherine and Mary is left £200 and two slaves when she arrives at the age of eighteen years; the 
estate was to be kept together till my Son James comes or arrives to the age of twentyone; and if wife Elizabeth should 
marry desire she may be entreated to give up all Dower claims & c to my Lands or any other part of my Estate... 
Whereas I sold to my brother Howel Lewis one Track of Land on the North side of Rowanoake River which I 
purchased of John Robinson Jr, 195 acres, for which I have received the Money & made him no deed for the same 
therefore I do hereby make over & confirm the sd Howel Lewis in fee simple the sd Land & Premises. ..I give and 
bequeath all the rest & residue of my Estate...to be equally divided between my three sons by my Executors...as 
soon as may conveniently be after my son James comes to the age of twentyone Years. ..to my said Sons James Lewis 
John Lewis & Charles Lewis or the Survivors of them their Heirs or Assigns forever...& appoint my loving wife 
Executrix my brother Howel Lewis & Robert Lewis with my Friends Phillip Taylor & Edmund Taylor Exrs of this 
my last Will. ..this 5th day of May 1764...Witnesses were Charles Kennon Edmund Taylor, Robert Lewis, Jr., Ann 
Taylor, presumably, two brothers—in-law, a brother, and sister, respectively, of the decendent. The will was proved 
13 Sept 1764, and an inventory of the Estate belonging to Capt James Lewis Decd was recorded 10 July 1766 
[Lunenburg Co., Va., Will Book 2, pp. 230-302). 
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James Lewis’ widow, born Elizabeth Taylor, daughter of John and Catherine (Pendleton) Taylor (John Taylor’s will, 
1780, Granville Co., N.C., Will Book 1, pp. 275-77) m. in Mecklenburg 20 Aug. 1766 (bond) William Bullock. On 
16 Oct. 1776 ...we Howell Lewis Elizabeth Bullock and Edmund Taylor acting Executors of...James Lewis Gent. 
deced of County of Mecklenburg [sic] who... .did appoint us his sd Executors to lay off and divide his estate amoungst 
his children at the time of his Son James Lewis’ coming of lawful age...To his daughter Catharine Lewis who 
intermarried with John Bullock at eighteen Years of age £2-- and two slaves, as also a horse saddle feather bed and 
furniture, and the same to his daughter Mary Lewis on her coming to the age of 18. We have also proceeded to divide 
the Lands negroes Stock & c equally between his three sons, that is to say, James, John & Charles Lewis... To James 
970 acres, to Charles; ...to John Lewis all lower part of that tract whereon his father lived in Mecklenburg, and the 
maining part of this tract...his said father purch[as]ed of James Hunt lying on Roanoke river in the County of Bute 
North Carolina and the said lands being of greater valley than the parts allotted to James & Charles Lewis do direct 
and appoint that he pay at the time of his coming of lawful age to James Lewis...£100, and the same to Charles on 
the latter’s coming of age. Each son receives 10 slaves, all named (Mecklenburg Co., Va., Will Book 2, pp. 7-8). The 
birth dates of the five children of Capt. James and Elizabeth (Taylor) Lewis, as set down in the Bible of John Taylor, 
their grandfather, and later published in the William and Mary Quarterly (first series, v. 12, p. (2): 


i. Catherine Lewis, b. 27 Nov 1753; m. in Granville Co., N. C.(1) 11 March 1771 John Bullock, Jr., son of 
Col. William Bullock, and (2) 24 Dec 1779 John Springer. Catherine (Lewis) Bullock Springer was dead 
by 1782, leaving one child of each marriage: James Bullock and Elizabeth Springer (Granville Co., N.C., 
Will Book 1, p. 343). 


ii. (6) James Lewis, b. 28 Aug. 1755; d. 23 Jan 1826; m. in Mecklenburg Co., Va., 30 June 1774 Susanna 
Anderson (ca 1759-1834). 


iii. John (or John Taylor) Lewis, b. 10 Oct 1757; living in 1816 when named in his mother’s will; m. in 
Brunswick 28 June 1793 Lucy Maclin (Sorley, p. 428, and data from Lewis files of Prentiss Price, 
Richmond, Va.). 


iv. Charles Lewis, b. 2 Aug 1760; d. 1793 in Granville; m. in Mecklenburg 8 Nov 1779 Mary Anderson (d. 
3 Feb 1814 in Granville), daughter of Thomas Anderson of Mecklenburg. 


Vv. Mary Lewis, b. 22 Nov 1762; d. 4 Feb 1791; m. in Granville 14 July 1781 Robert Burton (1751-1819); 
lived in Bedford Co., Va. 


James® Lewis (James>, Charles*, John?*!), b. 28 Aug 1755 (W&M Quarlerly, first series, v. 12, pp. 132-33); d. 
23 Jan. 1826 in Granville; m. in Mecklenburg 30 June (bond dated 25 June) 1744 Susanna Anderson (ca. 
1759-1834), daughter of Thomas Anderson (Elliott, Mecklenburg Co., Va., Marriage Bonds, p. 81). Some of the 
family historians have confused this James Lewis with his younger cousin in Granville, James° Lewis (Robert*4, 
John?*"'), who was born after 1760 and by 1788 had married a daughter of Thomas Hines of Wake County (Prentiss 
Price’s files on the Lewises of Granville). Also, the elder of these two cousins, the James Lewis (1755-1826) who 
married Susanna Anderson, is said to have married a daughter of William Bullock (Sorley, p. 428). This erroneous 
assumption arises from a misinterpretation of William Bullock’s bequest in 1794 to my son in James Lewis which 
term here embraces what we now call a step-son. William’s widow, Elizabeth (Taylor) Lewis Bullock, in her will 
in 1816, refers to her sons—in—law as half sons:...my sons and half sons that is now living in (Vizt) James Lewis John 
Lewis William Bulloch James Macklin and William Boyd (Granville Co., N.C., Will Books 3, pp. 145-47, and 7, 
p. 664). In some DAR membership papers, James Lewis’ death is simply given as after 1790... However, James 
Lewis, Sr. and his wife, both over 45, with 25 slaves, are still in Granville at the time of the 1820 Census (p. 27). 
The widow Susanna Lewis, 70-80, with 46 slaves, is the only white in her household in 1830 (p. 32). This James 
Lewis served as a private in Capt. John Taylor’s company of N.C. militia in the American Revolution (Clark, State 
Records of North Carolina, v. 22, p. 156). From the Raleigh (N.C.) Register of 3 Feb 1826, in the Deaths column: 
In Granville county, on the 23 Jan 1826, but incorrectly transliterated as 23 Dec 1826 in Carrie L. Broughton’s 
Marriage and Death Notices from Raliegh Register and North Carolina Gazette, 1799-1893 (v. 2, p. 298; 
hereinafter referred to as Broughton). Whether Capt is a peace-time militia rank or courtesy title is not certain. 
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The will of James Lewis Senr of the County of Granville, N.C., is dated 11 April 1825, and proved February 1826, 
lends wife Susanna the land lying on the west of Gilliams branch also the plantation called Greens; on her death or 
marriage, this land and one-fourthof his personalty to his executors to be Kept together for the raising and supporting 
& maintaining my son William his wife and such children as he now or may hereafter have, until the youngest child 
reaches 18 and then the said estate be equally divided among his surviving Children and their heirs...But in no 
event...is my said son William to have the power or right of selling any part of the estate or its profits. Bequeathed 
to my son James Lewis [are] all the rest of my lands, and one fourth part of the personal estate lent my wife; a fourth 
of the personalty to my Grand children James L. Wortham and Susanna A. Davis wife of Jonathan Davis; anda fourth 
to my daughter Elizabeth Daniel wife of Zadoc Daniel. Executors are my beloved wife Susanna Lewis, my son John 
Lewis, my friends Jonathan Davis and William Taylor senr (Granville Co., N.C., Will Book 10, pp. 93-95). The 
four children of James Lewis (and further data are needed on three of these): 


i. Sarah Lewis, said to have been born 12 Dec 1775 and presumable the Sarah Lewis who m. James Wortham 
in Granville on 20 Sept 1789 (Bond No. 3805; Hummel, Granville Marriages, p. 122), and if so, certainly 
not an old maid; dead before 1825 when James Lewis bequeathed her share of his estate to her two children: 
Susanna A. Wortham (m. in Granville 1811 Jonathan Davis) and James L. Wortham (b. 1797, m. (1) 
Rowena Washington, and (2) Charity Alston; data from Prentiss Price’s notes on the Wortham Lewis 
connection). 


ii.(7) Elizabeth Ann Lewis, b. 20 March 1777; d. 5 (or 25) March 1826; m. in Granville 26 July 1792 (Bond 
No. 3814, dated 24 July) Zadock Daniel (8 July 1768/9-9 Sept 1850), son of John William Daniel (d. 1809 
in Warren County) and grandson of John Daniel (d. 1762 in Granville). One fragment of family tradition 
gives the maiden surname of Zadock Daniel’ s mother as Henderson. 


iii. William Lewis, said to have been born 16 Dec 1780; the Granville Censuses for 1820 (p. 27) and 1830 (p. 
34) indicates a William Lewis as father of nine children. The compiler has seen no explanation of why son 
Wiiliam was not entrusted with his share of the estate and no division of that property on William’ s 
youngest child Coming of the age of eighteen Years. 


iv. James Lewis (Jr.) is said to have been born 25 May 1784, which fits his age category of 40-50 in the 1830 
Census for Granville (p. 33), and to have married Mary Alston in 1816. In 1809 James Lewis, Jr., bought 
from Richard Inge 667 acres in Granville on the waters of Island Creek, down the branch to James Lewis 
Senr’s line: Zadock Daniel was a witness to this deed (Granville Co., N.C., Deed Book T, p. 334). 


7. Elizabeth’ Lewis (James®*, Charles*, John?2") and her husband Zadok Daniel (1768-1850) were in Wake 
County, N.C., before 1820 when he appears on a tax list in Fishdam District (Journal of N.C. Genealogy, v. 9, p. 
1085). A son of this couple wrote, 26 June 1878: Zadock Daniel, my father, married Elizabeth Lewis of Granville 
County, N.C., on the 26th day of July 1792. She was bom the 20th of March, 1777, died March 5, 1826. Her mother’s 
name was Anderson, and her father was James Lewis, and they had two sons, William and James Lewis. My great 
grandmother’s name was Fannie Clark. She had two sons who left no issue, and had seven or eight daughters who 
married into the best families of Virginia and North Carolina, namely the Taylors, Venables and Hunts... (Charles 
B. Heinemann, Daniel Families of the Southern States, second, or 1949, edition of a two-volume, unpublished 
typescript, Individual No. 118 in Group 2, Daniels of York Co., Va., Newberry Library, Chicago; and see Worth 
S. Ray, Lost Tribes of N.C., pp. 246-50, 302-3.) Dates of birth of Zadok and Elizabeth Daniel and death of former 
are given in a family Bible record of their son and grandson, Dudley D. and James A. Daniel of Drew County, 
Arkansas (Louisiana DAR, Genealogical Records, 1957, v. 5, pp. 29-30, DAR Library, Washington). Some DAR 
membership papers give Elizabeth’ s death as 1812, other 1824, both years in error, as she was obviously alive when 
her father James Lewis drew his willin April 1825. Elizabeth died 5 (or 25) March 1826. In 1831 Zadock remarried, 
a Mrs. Martha (Pace) Lowry, much to the displeasure of his children. 


The will of Zadock Daniel of Wake County and State of North Carolina, dated 7 Sept 1850 and proved in November 
Court 1850, makes bequests to seven of my first children (viz) my sons James L Daniel, William B. Daniel, Dudley 
D Daniel, and Zadock Daniel and Dau ghters Susan L. Stephens [Stevens], Polly J. Cottrell, and Fanny A Averett 
[Everett]... Note: that John W L Daniel, Lewis Daniel and Elizabeth Ann Gresham [Grissom ?] children by my first 
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wife have no division by this will, each having received from me more than their share of my effects... The remainder 
of the estate is left to my beloved wife Martha and my three children by her (viz) Sarah B. Coakley (wife of William 
A. Coakley), Henderson L. Daniel and Thomas P Daniel... Named executor was my friend Mark A. Tate; witnesses 


were V.R. Jones, John P. Jones, William Piper (Wake Co., N.C., Will Book 27, 1845-55, pp. 203-5; photostat of 


recordation and copy of certified typescript in compiler’s possession). Children of Zadok and Elizabeth (Lewis) 
Daniel, in order of birth:

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Susan(na) Lewis Colville(?) Daniel, b. 10 Sept 1793; d. 26 June 1864 at Camden Alabama; m. (1) in Wake 
County, N.C., 3 June 1815, as his second wife, Thomas Cottrell (d. 1835, age about 68, at Mt. Ariel, later 
Cokesbury, S.C.; doctor, Methodist minister, and school master), and (2) atEutaw, Alabama, 11 May 1839 
Lewis Stevens (d. about 1844; no children of this marriage). Susan L. C. (Daniel) Cottrell Stevens was a 
teacher and head mistress in several female academies in South Carolina and Alabama; she was survived 
by eight children (undated clipping of obituary, written by her son, Rev. Joseph Benson Cottrell, from the 
Christian Observer, 1864 or 1865, and other Cottrell family papers in possession of Mrs. Gibson C. Ross, 
Jackson, Miss.). 


John Williams Lewis Daniel, b. 20 Dec 1795 in Warren Co.,N.C.; d. 1 Feb 1870, apparently in Alabama; 
m. (1) 8 May 1823 Sarah Ann Gresham, or Grissom/Graham (18 June 1805-16 Feb 1833), and (2) ip 
Baldwin Co., Ga., 7 Aug 1835 Missouri (Souri) Clara Hutcherson Powell Cuming (d. 29 Sept 1807) (Gu. 
DAR, Genealogical Records Committee, Misc. Gen Records 1976, v. 1, A-F, p. 132, DAR Library, 
Washington; Southern Recorder, Milledgeville, Ga., 20 Feb 1823, 11 Aug 1835; Georgia Genealogical 
Magazine, 1965, pp. 933, 980, 1024). John W. L. Daniel was resident of Baldwin Co., Ga., in Oct 1863 
when he sold land his wife had inherited from her previous husband, Andrew Cuming (Clinch Co., Ga., 
Deed Book D, 1880-1882, pp. 523-24). 


Mary (Polly) Jones Daniel, b. 5 Feb 1798; d. 28 Aug 1860 in Marshall Co., Miss.; m. in Wake Co., N.C., 
13 May 1825 Benjamin Cottrell (25 March 1800-10 Jan 1872) of Warren Co., N.C., son of Thomas 
Cottrell’s first marriage. In the 1830s Benjamin and Polly Cottrell settled about six miles north of Holly 
Springs and are there in the 1850 and 1860 censuses for Marshall Co., Miss. (Broughton, v. 1, p. 115; Dr. 
J. W. Gray Bible record, inscriptions from the Cottrell-Gray family cemetery at Sylvestria, and other 
Cottrell data in the possession of Mrs. Gibson C. Ross, Jackson, Miss.). 


James Lewis Daniel, b. 6 Jan 1800, d. 25 June 1879 at Eufaula, Ala.; m. 12 Oct 1830 Matilda Ann Gantt, 
and they settle first in Georgia. this couple was in Barbour Co., Ala., in the 1860 Census (p. 453, family 
1374). Sketch of this family in Owen’s History of Alabama and Dictionary of Alabama Biography, 1921 
(v.3,p.452), is a graphic example of family tradition warping actual facts almost beyound recognition. Nine 
children of this couple are named by Sarah T. L. Anderson (as above cited, p. 125). 


William Bullock Daniel, b. 26 July 1802 in N.C.; d. 1868 in Denton Co., Texas; m. in Troup Co., Ga., 3 
March 1830 Lavina Phillips (d. 1876, Denston Co., Texas), daughter of Matthew and Nancy (Harper) 
Phillips and cousin of President Jefferson Davis. William B. and Lavina Daniel were in Drew Co., Ark., 
in 1850 (p. 174, family 181) and 1850 (p. 93, family 564). He was third County Judge of Drew and first 
Clerk of the Bartholomew Baptist Association. This couple’s older sons, Joseph A. and Zadok L., were 
officers in the 15th Ark. Infantry, CSA. Some of their experiences in Confederate service are vividly related 
in the Escape of Captain Joe and Lieut. Dock Daniel (Arkansas Historical Quarterly, v. 6, pp. 302-43). 
When a younger son, William H. C. Daniel (1846-1937), was of age for military service his family urged 
him to join the infantry regiment of his older brothers. His response: I’ d rather ride with strangers than walk 
with relatives; so he joined the 2nd Ark. Cavalry, CSA. 


Dudley Digges Daniel, b. 1 June 1804; d. 20 May 1870 at Lacy, Drew Co., Ark.; m. in N.C. 13 Oct 1831 
Emeline Curtis (6 Aug 1816-14 Jan 1897), daughter of James H. and Margaret (McRae) Curtis. Dudley D. 
and Emeline Daniel were living next to her parents in Anson Co., N.C., in 1850 (pp. 172-72A, families 200, 
201); in the early 1850s this couple joined numerous relatives already in Drew Co., Ark. (1860 Census, p. 
94, family 566; see also sketch of James A. and his father Dudley D. Daniel in Goodspeed’s Biographical 
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and Historical Memoirs of South Arkansas, 1890, pp. 944-45 and their Bible records as cited above). 
This James A. Daniel (1837-1905) was 3d Lieut. in Monroe’s Ist Ark. Cavalry (Mounted Rifles), CSA. 


Vii. Sarah Lewis Daniel, b. 24 April 1806. One account says she died young and another that she married a 
Williford; the former seems correct, as she is not mentioned in her father’s will. 


vill. Lewis H. (Henderson?) Daniel, b. 6 (or 7) Feb 1808; m. in Wake Co., N.C., 9 April 1829 Pherebe Penny 
(Broughton, v. 2, p. 56), daughter of Alexander and Pherebe (J ohnson) Penny. The Lewis Daniel family 
was in Fayette Co., Tenn., by 1850 (p. 515, family 363) and in Drew Co., Ark., in 1860 (p. 47, family 291). 
The three sons—William H., James A., and Zadok H.— served in the Confederate Army. When and where 
Lewis and Pherebe Daniel died are unknown to this compiler. 


ix. Zadok Jones Daniel, b. 25 (or 26) Sept. 1819; m. (1) in Baldwin Co., Ga., 15 Nov 1832 Ann/Nancy West, 
and (2) at Midway, Ala., in 1865 Elizabeth Griffin, 1838-1919 (NSDAR No. 301939). Zadok J. and Ann 
Daniel were in Barbour Co., Ala., in 1850 (pp. 410-11, family 1492) and still there in 1856. (On 8 Dec 1853 
in Montgomery Co., Ky., a Zadock Daniel m. Mary Barrow; his antecendents are unknown to this 
compiler.) 


Xx. Elizabeth Ann Daniel, b. 12 Oct. 1812; m. in Wake Co., N.C., 24 Jan. 1831 Alexander Q. Grissom of 
Granville (Broughton, v. 2, p. 93; Raleigh Register, 3 Feb 1831), but the surname is written Gresham in 
the recordation of Zadok Daniel’s will of 1850, after which we have no further reference to her. 


xi. Frances Anderson Daniel, b. 7 Jan. 1815; d. 15 Nov. 1865 in Sabine Co., Texas; m. in N.C. 4 Sept 1834 
William Thomas Everett (26 Feb 1809-4 Dec 1873),farmer and Baptist minister, son of Lawrence C. and 
Mary (Thomas) Everett of Richmond Co., N.C. Inthe mid-1840s W.T. and Fanny Everett moved from N.C. 
to Drew Co., Arkansas, where they were living in 1850 (p. 173, family 177) and 1860 (p. 47, 282). This 
couple’s only living son, William Dudley (Cap) Everett (1845-1876), served in the 3rd Ark. Infantry, CSA, 
Army of Northern Virginia, and was surrendered at Appomattox (carded index of Confederate service 
records, National Archives, Washington). 


xii. Charles K. Daniel, b. 24 April 1817; d. 4 July 1835 (or 1836). Family tradition said he died soon after 
military service in an Indian War; the compiler has found no record of him in the index of service records 
in the National Archives, for the Creek and Seminole Wars. 


Note: Thisisarevisionin part of the first draft (April 1969) ofsome documented notes on the ancestry of Elizabeth 
(Lewis) Daniel (1777-1826), prepared for the information of her numerous descendants in the Lower 
South. This may encourage the preservation of additional records. Many Lewises with the same given 
names in Virginia and North Carolina have created confusion among family historians. Much misinformation 
has been published and otherwise broadcast about the Lewises of Warner Hall. The compiler has provided 
somewhat more detail and documentation than is usually presented in a genealogical outline of this kind.

This series of abstracts from the Ashley County Eagle, the oldest available ~ 
newspaper in Ashley County. We started this series in Kin Kollectin, I, No. 5, and publish 
several pages each year. The abstracts have been copied from microfilm by several members of 
ACGS, including the present abstractor, Rebecca Brown. 


January 10, 1895 


A mass meeting of the citizens of Milo, on Monday, December 31st, 1894, Mr. Frank Harville was elected chairman 
unanimously adopted and signed by the citizens: Be it known that on the night of December 24th the encendiary struck the 
fiendish match at the midnight hour and set fire to the barn of Mr. Geo. H. Richardson...we express these resolutions: Ist 
Am I my brothers keeper we answer it in the affirmative...We believe the principle enunciated in our answer constitutes the 
foundation on which our government is founded. 2nd We declare it our solunm conviction that the burning of the Milo barn, 
the burning of the gin of W. E. Kittrell, three miles southwest of Milo in November, 1894...to be the vilest feature ever 
recorded. ..4th We cll upon our respresentatives to use their influence to pass severer laws for the detection of that class of 
criminal...5th We respectfully request the Ashley County Eagle and Arkansas Democrat and Gazette to publish thes 
resolutions. Signed: Frank Harvill, Chairman, Geo. D. Moore, Secretary, Nat Stanley, J. B. Handcock, Tom Rice, Tom 
Duckworth, Lew Lowery, Will Pennington, Filmore Morgan, B. B. Lambert, Geo Molloy, John Harvili, Jim Bryant, 
Will Evans, Dick Pippen, Tom Shelton, Sr., Wm. Duckworth, Will Arrington, Jap Duckworth, Curt Harvill, VW. H. 
Baighiy, Newton Molloy, Enos Davis, J. R. Hollis, Jack Harvill, Hunter Harvill, Geo. Richardson. 


After the adoption of these resolutions a committee was appointed to urge the passage of a bill embracing two features: Ist 
To authorize sheriff’ s to keep a pack of blood hounds for the express purpose of tracing up that class of criminals described 
in the resolutions adopted. 2nd That whenever a criminal of this class has been run down and caught or traced to his hiding 
place by natural instinct of the blood hound that this evidence shall be itself sufficient to condemn the individual in any court 
of competent and lawful jurisdiction. 


Notice of Publication, Land office at Camden, Ark., December 28, 1894. Notice...of intention to make final proof on the 16th
